UNDER ANGRY SKIES. 


Disastrous Storms in East 
and South, 


The Jaly Fleods Repeated in West 
Virginia and Penusylvania. 


A Cyclone Sweeps Through New Jer- 
sey and Delaware. 


Heavy Rains Cause an Inundation at Boston— 
Farther Reports of Damage from Floods 
Along the Galf of Mexico—Long 
List ‘of Losses,

WHEELING (W. Va.), Aug. 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.| A storm, which in its 
disastrous effects rivals that of July 19th 
last, has been in progress here since 3 a.m., 
and shows no signs of abating. Wheeling 
Creek, in the narrow valley east of Wheel- 
ing, is a foot higher than ever before. 
Roads are being fleoded from two to six 
feet deep, and bridges are destroyed. The 
valley is now one angry flood, and the 
damage can only be estimated by the 
wreckage that is strewn around. At 3:40a 
piece of a Baltimore and Ohio wooden 
bridge from the Pittsburgh division struck 
the Baltimore and Ohio bridge at Main and 
Sixteenth streets, which was destroyed in 
July and rebuilt, and it was carried away 
with the rapidity of acannon bail. The 
stone bridge, 14 feet long, over Wheeling 
Creek at Main street, fell with a crash. 
Over 1000 people had been on the bridge 
watching the rushing water, but were 
warned in time to escape. The water, gas,

The losses will reach $250,000, 
IN PENNSYLVANIA, 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 21.—It has been rain- 
ing incessantly since 11 o’clock last night.

The same repurts 
are coming in from all sections of Western 
Pennsylvania, Eastern Uhio and West Vir- 
ginia.

Great damage has al- 
ready been done w railroads leading from 
this city.

Trains 
on the southwest branch of the Baltimore 
and Ohio have stopped running.

WILMINGTON (Del.), Aug. 21.—A cyclone 
passed across the State this afternoon 
about six miles below the city, cuttlig a 
ta width, leveling trees, or- 
chards and yutbuildings and doing damage 
estimated at $150,000. One person is re 
ported killed.

Greag Damage in the Sugar and 
Kice Regions. 

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Friday evening a_ fresh 
easterly wind set in and increased in force, 
with showers, till Saturday morning. It 
slackened till evening, when it strength- 
ened and blew a gale with a great down- 
pour of rain till Monday noon. The rain- 
fall throughout,was 84¢ inches. The wind 
was blowing miles an hour when the 
anemometer was broken. 

Great damage was done in the city and 
throughout the sugar belt from Baton 
Kouge to the guif, including the rice sec- 
tion.

Several 
small steamers were sunk or damaged. 
The Louisville and Nashville road was sub- 
merged twenty miles, with washouta. 
The loss on the coal barges sunk is esti- 
mated at $300,000. Crops along the river 
for a distance of over twenty miles are en- 
tirely destroyed. A number of vessels 
overdue undoubtedly encountered the storm 
in the gulf. 

News from Morgan City is to the effect 
that dozens of houses are wholly or partly 
unroofed, and fully 50 buiidines are off 
their foundations. The floating elevator, 
George Gilchrist, was destroyed, Among 
the heaviest_losers of property along the 
river are the’toal dealers. The total loss is

This business hay- 
ing been disposed of, a period of confusion 
ensued, and there was no little wrangling 
over the appointment of committees, Del- 
egates in their anxiety to make themselves 
prominentin the convention, or to get on 
commiitees, were very noisy in their ef- 
forts to make themselves heard, and paid 
little attention to parliamentary law. 


LOG-ROLLING. 
J. H. Ryan of Anaheim in one motion 


tried to get the Chair to appoint

The convention was so sooner called to 
order at 2:15 p.m., than Charles Bell of the 
Porcupine, chairman of the Platform Com- 
mittee, jumped up, and asked for further 
time. veral orators were promptly on 
the floor with objections. One 
give them more time. Another mo¥ea to 
give them half an hour, another a@hour, 
another two hours, 

J. B. Holloway of the Platform Cotimit- 

asked for time. He said he wanted to 
make a platform that the Republicans could 
‘not pick to pieces. 

Apnumber of motions followed. Some 
one cried outin a tired voice: “Mr. Chair- 
man, where are we?” The Chairman ex- 
plained, and motion of T. A. Saxon the 
committee were granted sufficient time. 

THE COMMITTEE ON CREDENTIALS. 
them read the following report:

Thena partof the Credential Com- 
mittee were sitting in judgment on their 
own cases, 

J. H. Ryan, chairman of the eommittee, 
said they had accepted the list of Secretary 
Waters of the County Central Committee. 

A Mr. Mackey felt that he would be an 
intruder if the committee did not recog- 
nize other delegates than those whose seats 
were contested. 

Morgin of Santa Monica moved the re- 
port be referred back to the committee. 

‘Tom McCaffrey (of the contested delega- 
tion) moved that the report be tabled. 

Judge Hill (formerly of Colorado) called 
for the previous question. 

The Chair: The question is, Shall the 
report of the committee be accepted? 

On a vote the majority was apparently in 
the negative, but the air was filled with 
cries of “division.” 

McCaffrey moved for a roll-call. 

Hill raised the point of order that there 
was a division.

CONFUSION WORSE CONFOUNDED. 

Mr. Mackey jumped up and moved that 
the committee’s report be amended to rec- 
ognize the other delegates than those men- 
tioned in its report, taking those names 
a in a morning paper. [THE 

IMES was the only morning paper that 
published the list of names yesterd ty. | 

Cries of ‘“‘Mr. Chairman” for a few min- 
utes were many and noisy. J. Marion 
Brvoks again got the floor and moved as an 
amendment to refer back the report for cor- 
rection. 

Saxon wanted to give the committee 15 
minutes more time. The convention had 
already consumed 20 minutes without ac- 
complishing anything. There were cries of 
“no” against Saxon’s motion. Mackey’s 
amendment then prevailed, and the com- 
mittee’s report was revised to accept all the 
delegates present. 

Still the convention did not seem satis- 
fied, and the noise and confusion was such, 
forafew minutes, that nothing could be 
understood at the reporters’ stand. Cries 
of “Mr. Chairman” and “‘Call the roll” were 
in full Dlast when Mr. Blennerhassett ad- 
vanced toward the platform, and tried to 
make aspeech. Mr. Blennerhassett belonged 
to the delegation from the Second city pre- 
cinct that had been ruled out. His pres- 
ence was the cause of fresh cries and hisses, 
and yells of “Put him out!’ Biennerhas- 
sett yelled out at the top of his lungs, “1 
am a delegate—” But his voice was drowned 
in the increased noise. 

Amid the din the double-chested tones of 
Brewer of Vernon were heard tosay: “If 
he is not a delegate—”’ but the convention 
were not ina humor to hear either for or 
against Bleanerhassett, who could be seen 
standing his ground, using his jaw vig- 
ae and shaking his fist at the conven- 

on, 

Ina few minutes the convention seemed 
to lese its wind, and S. A. Waldron got ina 
few words edgewise, and said: ‘Both par- 
ties in the Second Precinct should have 
seats here till the case is decided. I 
move—”’ but the confusion and racket was 
again renewed, and Mr. Waldrou sat down, 
as be could not make himself heard. 

Tom McCaffrey made the point of order 
that the question had already been acted 
upon. 

Amid more noise, Mr. Blennerhassett was 
heard to say: can’tchcke us of —.” 
Silence was finally obtained, and a vote was 
taken. The ayes and nays were about 
even, but the Chair decided in the affirm- 
ative. The result of this last vote seated 
all delegates in the convention except the 
contestants of the Second city precinct, led 
by John Harvey. This wasa blow at the 
Buckley gang.

E. Germain moved that all not delegates 
be put outside the ropes, and Mr. Blenner- 
hassett went out.

MORE TURMQL. 

A scene of indescribable confusion here 
commenced and lasted several minutes, and 
at one time it looked asif there would be 
some personal encounters. Cries, cat-calls, 
yells, cheers, hisses and shouts, in fact 
every kind of noise imaginable was made. 
Delegates by the dozens were on the floor 
or on chairs at once, each trying to get the 
recognition of the Chair. The cause of all 
the uproar was a motion made by a dele- 
gato to bring the nomination of Sheriff up 

rom No. 8 in the order of business to No. 
3, and shove the other succeeding nomina- 
a each down a lower number on the 

J. M. Vosa of the Committee on Order of 
Business got the floor, and defended the re- 
port. The Sheriff’s nomination had 
put down on the list soas to keep up inter- 
est in the convention to the last, 4. said. 

Brewer of Vernon renewed the motion to 
move the Sheriff’s nomination from No. 8 to 
No. 3. He wanted this done “to prevent 
any skullduggery.” 

Jaines Shawhan, editor of the Pasadena 
Critic, said the Sheriff’s nomination had 
been placed at No. 8 on the order of busi- 
ness as a@ compromise. His further re- 
marks were 
which was renewed, one delegate wanting 
to have the Sheriff’s nomination moved up 
the list, while another did not. Brewer of

Chairman Matthews 
rapped his cane vigorously, but all to no 
purpose, Cries of “Order” and “Sit down” 
caused Mr. brewer to be seated at last. and 
Mr. Brooks took the floor, which only 
caused a fresh outburst of noise. The con- 
fusion became general, delegates leaving 
their seats,and in one corner a row was 
anticipated between two delegates, but they 
were separated.

Brooks kept gesticulating until the con- 
vention became quiet enough to hear him 
say:

This did not seem to satify all the con- 
vention, as the noise was renewed. Ex-

contusion. Several different motions were 
made at once. 

QUIETED AT LAST. 

A motion prevailed to accept the report 

and discharge the committee. It seemed to 
act like oil on troubled waters, for the con- 
vention suddenly became very quiet. 
. Another motion was passed that the con- 
vention proceed with its business, and the 
delegates all paid their dollar apiece assess- 
ment. 

ID. M. Adams moved that the chairman 
appoint two vice-presidents, and Richard 
Dunnigan and J. L. Redick were accord- 
ingly appointed. 

A singular little incident then occurred, 
showing how very contradictory conven- 
tions can sometimes act. George E. Tay- 
lor of Orange announced that, although 
not a delegate, he held the proxy of George 
OF of Orange; The convéntion 

romptly rejected Mr. Taylor, and he re- 

ired from the floor. The convention im- 
mediately passed the following resolution, 
introduced by V. Metcalf:

THE PLATFORM.

The County 1 Democratic Platform. 


The platform formulated by the 
county Democrats yesterday is chiefly 
composed of platitudes and falsehoods. 
Where they didn’t dare to use false- 
hoods, they used platitudes, and where 
they didn’t use platitudes they used 
falsehoods, cementing the whole to- 
gether with what the able and classical 
chief engineer of the barque Herald 
would call ‘“‘bathershin,”’ in ample 
doses. 

Devotion is of coursereaffirmed, etc., 
and the administration of President 
Cleveland indorsed, especially the 
doctrine laid down in his message that 
revision of the tariff 1s necessary to 
prevent the accumulations of large 
sums in the treasury, now needed for 
circulation among the psople. There 
will be precious little money in circu- 
lation among the people—that is the 
people of the» United States—should 
the Mills Bill become a law. 

The Republican charge that the 
Democracy is in favor of free trade is 
denounced as “insincere and un- 
founded.”’ Ofcourse! Who said any- 
thing—lately—about nasty free trade? 
That was only done by Democratic 
journals, before the general drift of 
public opinion was understood, and 


Ks. | now only by indiscreet English jour- 


nals. ‘Steal the earningsof American 
laborers! Never! ‘Convey,’ the wise it 
call.”? Theusual misleading statement 
about the proposed Democratic meas- 
ure reducing the present tariff schedule 
less than seven per cent. is repeated. 
This is twaddle. Suppose it only re- 
duced the tariff, on an _ average, 
op3 per cent. It might do this 
and yet work incalculable injury, 
by reducing half a dozen important ar- 
ticles from twenty to one hundred per 
cent. and leaving the others untouched. 
It would be’ cold comfort fér those 
thrown out of employment by such re- 
duetion to learn that the average re- 
duction amounted.to very little. ‘‘We 
believe in reducing the cost of the nec- 
essaries of life.” Andin depriving a 
large majority of wage-earners of the 
power to buy those necessaries at any 
price. ‘We do not agree with the Re- 
publican party that expensive clothing 
and cheap whisky wiil result in the 
Nation’s happiness.”’ The Republican 
party does not beHeve any suck thing, 
and you know it; but the Republican 
party believes that, if it cyme toa 
choice between cheap whisky and star- 
vation wages, cheap whisky is by far 
the preferable evil. A large majority 
of the Democratic party would hail 
free whisky with delight and consume 
it by the gallon, while a large minority 

the Republican party is strongly op- 
posed tothe use of spirituous liquors, 
cheap or dear, in any quantity. 

‘All the monopolies and the trust 
combinations of the United States, 
against whom labor has been forced to 
combine, are opposed to the policy of 
our party.” How is it, then, that they 
have sO many representatives on your 
National Committee? ‘The Democ- 
racy has espoused the cause of labor 
and is prepared to defend its interests 
against those who are now seeking to 
enslave it.”’ This is richness of the 
very richest description —almost too 
rich for even the Bourbon stomach, one 
would suppose. Comment is superflu- 
ous and criticism is unnecessary, in 
face of such an astounding assertion as 
this. 

The resolution on the Chinesa ques- 
tion is more twaddle. Twenty years 
ago—twelvé years ago—the subject of 
Chinese immigration and its probable 
effects on the country was very little 
understood. East of the Rocky Moun- 
tains and ninety-five per cent. of the 
inhabitants of the Eastern States— 
Democrats as well as Republicans— 
saw no danger in the continued arrival 
of the little brown men. Now things 
have changed. It is no longer a party 
question. The Chinese have estab- 
lished themselves in the eastern cities, 
and their unpleasant characteristics 
are very generally understood. The 
whole Nation 1s practically a unit in 
favor of their exclusion, including 
those who formerly’ championed their 
cause. It is only fools who never 
change their opinions. 

It is true, we believe, that Levi P. 
Morton owns some stock in a.British— 
-or rather Canadian—railway-eompany. 
What of it? Is that a crime? “ Would 
not every one of the ffamersof this 
precious platform be delighted to ob- 
tain a little of that same—or any other 
—foreign stock, or bonds, or property? 
What’s the difference between holding 
stock in a Canadian railway or owning 
land in Baja California? Bah! Such 
puerility makes one weary this hot 
weather. | 

Then comes a great big resolution. 
aimed at the County Assessor, and 
evidently inspired by the Anhkoond of 
the Herald, as be has been harping 
upon that bugbear for several weeks 
past. We shall not weary our readers 
by repeating our proofs of the ground- 
essness of these charges. Suflice it to 
say that Assessor Mason has done his 


duty, and that, if he has erred at all, it 


is in assessing property at far less than 
its market value,'at the time such as- 
sessment was made. The only possi- 
ble gound for attacking Assessor 
Mason on this score is the fact that the 
practice of assessing property at a 
lower value is said to prevail in C en- 
tral and Northern California, thus 
placing Los Angeles county at a disad- 
vantage. Yet an Assessor must per- 
form his sworn duty. 

The resolutions about the lien law, 
“trusts” and the eight-hour system 
are simply sops, thrown out to waver- 
ing voters, and, while harmless, are 
also useless, as far as any practical ap- 
plication of them goes. 

Finally the numerous and powerful 
whisky division of the Democracy is 
tavored with a short reference to the 
liquor question, which the Democrats 
evidently dared not leave out, and yet 
feared to putin. They took it up gin- 
gerly, and dropped it again at once, 
like a hot potato. Here are the eight 
words of the resolution: 


“We are unalterably opposed to all sump- 
tuary laws.”’ 


Everybody is opposed to national 
sumptuary laws, except those friends 
of the Democracy, the Prohibitionists. 

The platform concludes with a dig in 
the ribs for Gov. Waterman—and that 
is the end of it. So much fallacy and 
imbecility has seldom before been 
crowded into so small a space. The 
Democrats are evidently at their wits’ 
ends, and like a man who is awak- 
ened from his slumbers to find the 
house afire, they take the most childish 
and ridiculous steps to avert the im- 
pending conflagration. 


Last Night’s Republican Rally. 


At the Republican rally last night 
Hon. William Williams made a re- 
markable speech, in which he empha- 
sized his wonderful power of turning 
the calcium light of concentrated 
thought upon any subject he deals 
with; of making abstruse truths ap- 
parent to the dullest comprehension, 
and of holding his audience captive un- 
til his last word has been uttered. It 
is simply repeating a fact to say that 
Mr. Williams is one of the great 
orators of the country. As a speaker 
on the tariff question, we doubt if he 
has any superiorin the United States 
Those who were privileged to listen to 
Mr. Williams last night will not soon 
forget the oratorial treat which he 
furnished them. No report short of a 
verbatim one would do justice to this 
strong speaker’s effective argument. 
The meeting was altogether a success.

The funeral of Mrs. Emma L. 
Mosher, wife of L. E. Mosher, took 
place from the family regidence, on 
Buena Vista street, at pir sick yes- 
terday. There was a large attendance 
at the house of near friends of the 
family. Rev. A. J. Wells officiated, 
delivering appropriate, appreciative 
and touching remarks over the remains. 
It was, indeed, a house of mourning, 
the stricken parents, husband and 
motherless children being literally con- 
vulsed with grief. The scene was 
truly touching. Solemn services at the 
house concluded, the remains were 
followed to Rosedale Cemetery by a 
long line of carriages.

An Opium Plot Unearthed at 
. Chicago. . 


Arrest of a Former Government Em- 
ploye for Complicity. 


His Previous Career—A Man of Ali- 
ases aud Wily Ways. 


More Instances of Violations of th» Contract La- 
bor Act Brought to the Attention of the 
Invesiigatins Committee—Great Trot- 
ting Meeting at Chicago. 


Pu Téeegravh to The Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—|By the Associated 
Press.| Another gigantic conspiracy has 
been brought to light here today. It is an 
oplum-smuggling scheme, the extent of 
which at the present writing cannot be ap- 
proximated, though, if the statements made 
by Government agents are to be believed, 
many persons in all parts of the country are 
involved, and many arrests may be made 
tonight or tomorrow. Today treasury 
agents arresteda man who registered at 
the Palmer House as E. W. Brown of New 
York. In his room in a house on Wabash 
avenue, whither he had been traced from 
the hotel, was found a canvas-bound trunk 
and 120 pounds of opium. 

For some time the officials had been look- 
ing for a. quantity of opium which was 
thought to have arrived in this city from 
New York, instead of the Pacific Coast, 
presumably to dodge the heavy duties im- 
posed upon the drug. For a month a spe- 
cial ent has been engaged in an active 
search for the stuff, and about 10 days ago a 
small quantity of the drug was seized at 
Ft. Wayne, Ind. The news of the seizure 
created quite a stir in the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington, and the wires were 
kept busy with orders and instructions to 
the treasury agents here, and at tast Agent 
Tichenor has been sent from Washington 
here, and has full charge of the case. 

lt is stated tonight that the prisoner was 
not from New York, but from San Fran- 
cisco, and that he had been known under 
= aliases of C. S. Martinand C., H. Gar- 

ner, 

For mahy years the prisoner was in the 
Government service, and was considered 
one,of the shrewdest operators. Less than 
ayear ago he left the service, and last Feb- 
ruary was arrested in Ogdensburg, N. Y., 
on a charge of smuggling opium. @ was 
afterward released, fo reasons which were 
never explained. From Ogdensburg Gardi- 
ner was traced to San Francisco,and thence, 
about two months ago, back East. In Chi- 
cago he h da woman as a companion, but 
the detectives refused to say whether she is 
under arrest or not. 


ALIEN LABOR. 


The Congressionat Committee Hears 
Testimony. 

New York, Aug. 2L—[By the Assoc 
ated Press.j Louis Samaels, a dry 
goods importer, was the first witness before 
the Congressional Investigating Committee 
this morning. He has a contract for sup- 
plying mail and coin bags for the Govern- 
ment. To do this work he employs 150 
hands. On being pressed by Congressman 
Spinola, witness acknowledged that the 
majority of his workmen are Italians.

siciams under ccntract. He admitted that 
he had brought six musicians from Bavaria 
undeg a contract, but did not hold the men 
to the gotitract after it was against the law.

ATLANTA (Ga.), Aug. 21—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| A heavy rain storm de- 
terred many people from going to the 
Georgia Chautauqua today to hear Hon. 
William McKinley speak on the subject of 


protection. Mr. McKinley was introduced 
by Judge Van Epps. 

After acknowledging his thanks to the 
Piedmont Society for the courtesy and 
cordiality of the invitation, Mr. McKinley 
at once entered into a discussion of the 
tariff question. He began by quoting fro 
a speech delivered by Hon. J. Randol 
Tucker of Virginia, in the House of Rep 
sentatives, May 18, 1878, as_ follows: 
“Therefore no higher duty than that which 
will bring the required revenue.”” Mr. Mc- 
Kinley said, that this definition of a reve- 
nue duty was a fa'r and frank one, and he 
accepted it. A revenue tariff, he went on 
to say, is therefore, such a one as 
will produce’ the largest revenue 
from the lowest duty. The lowest rate 
of duty will encourage importations, 
diminish home production and inevitably 
increase the revenues, lt will ofenecessity 
check competition at home and send our 
merchants abroad to buy. It affords no 
protection, not even incidental, for the very 
instant you discover that such a duty favors 
home producers that instaut you discover 
that importations and revenues are checked 
and that our own producers are able to eon- 
trol the home market or part of it, and then 
at once the advocate of revenue tariff re- 
duces the duty and brings it down to the 
true revenue stand:rd; for it must not be 
overlooked that, according to that free-trade 
maxim, “‘Where protection begins revenue 
ends,” and the question of revenue is always 
controling. A revenue tariff is inconsistent 
with protection. It is intended for whoily 
different purposes it loses its force and 
character as genuine revenue when it be- 
comes to any extent protective, It has but 
one object, it can have but one effect, that 
of opening up our markets to the foreign 
producer, impeverishing the home producer 
and epriching his foreign rival. 

The speaker then referred to England as 
being more nearly free trade than any other 
country, and he then made a statement con- 
cerning that country’s dutiable articles. 
Passing on he said that there was another 
theory of taxation,and it was the one which 
he believed essential to American develop- 
meut and national prosperity, though it was 
based upon exactly an opp site principle 
it permiis all articles of foreign produc- 
tion, whether of field, factoty or mine, ex- 
cept luxuries only, which we cannot pro- 
duce in the United States, to enter our 
—_ free, and unburdened by custom- 

ouse exactions. The duty is to be imposed 
upon foreign competin oe that is, 
products which, if brought into this country, 
would contend with the products of our 
own soil, our own labor and our owrn fac- 
tories, in our own markets. Under this 
system, if the foreign producer would enter 
our market witn a competing product, he 
must contribute something for the "privilege 
which he is to enjoy, and this something, in 
the formof duties, goes into the treasury 
furnishing revenue to the Government, and 
these duties operate to protect the joint 

roduct of labor and capital against a like 
oreign product. 

A therough analysis of the protective 
side of the question here followed, in wh ch 
quotations trom Democratic and Republi- 
can sources abounded. Turiff legislation 
was fellowed up frem the birth of the 
American Republic to the present time. 
The industries were paraded with words of 
comment and crticism. He closed his 
speech in the following words:

Ladies who promenade Spring street 
daily and flock into the People’s Store to 
one or another of their “special sales” may 
not be aware that they are patronizing the 
largest store of its character west of the 
Rocky Mountains. J. J. O’Brien’s palace, 
on Market street, San Francisco, is the only 
store of any kind that surpasses it in dimen- 
sions, but that is devoted entirely to dry 
goods. The People’s Store of Los. An- 
geles, on the contrary, is a “department 
store,” having many different classes of 
goods under one management. In this 
branch of business it has no rival, and even 


in San Francisco no “department store” is 
equal to this one. Itis the, largest store of 
its class in the State. 

The People’s Store was opened six years 
ago on Main street, near the corner of Re- 
quena, in a room only 20x75 feet. Four 
years ago it moved into rooms in the Bu- 
miller block, on Spring street. There it re- 
mained, swamped latterly with business, 
till last July, when, on the completion of 
the new Phillips block adjacent, the pres- 
ent light and commodious quarters were se- 
cured and joined with former ones, making 
the largest and pleasantest sture of its kind 
in the State. 

The total frontage of the combined stores 
on Spring street is 110 feet. The south di- 
vision, or that in the Phillips block, is de- 
voted to dry goods, fancy goods and mil- 
linery. Itis 60 feet front by 120 feet deep, 
and has a floor space of 7200 square feet. 
Beneath is a tinished basement of the same 
*xtent, in which is kept the reserve stock 

supply the varying needs of the floor 
above. An elevator connects the two stories. 

The rear of this part of the store is occu- 
pied by a large millinery parlor, where. in 
an elegant room, large show-cases disp'ay 
the latest Parisian styles. This parlor alone 
is 34x38 feet, and would pass, if by itself, as 
a pretty big store. During the season an 
efficient corps of 10 salesiadies wait} on 
the fair customers, and back in the work- 
shop eight others are corstantly employed. 

In front of the millinery department are 
cases and drawers fullof parasols of all 
hues and shapes, and trimmed with penne! J 
laces. In the extreme southwest corner is 
the uphoistery and drapery department, 
where, in a carpeted parlor, are sold cur- 
tains and fixings,cornice-poles, screens and 
the essentiais for furnishing a room as 
elegantly asthe ketbook will stand, 

Along the south side of the store extend 
the dress goods, silks, satins and velvets, 
_— against the walls. Customers crowd- 

ng here wo purchase have 104 fee: of counter 
to depioy in front of, and six polite sales- 
men t+ hind down the goods, and, if need 
be, put them back again. then, when the 
dress is purchased, by wheeling around the 
lady can buy.the trimmings; for here, oppo- 
site the dress goods, is the “finishing goods” 
counter, 50 feet long, where 10 ladies dis- 

nse dress trimmings, fabrics, gloves, em- 
and nick-nacks and notions of all 

nds, 

Down the center of the store runs the 
center aisle, flanced by two counters of 50 
feeteach. Here are sold domestic goods, 
lawns, cottons, table cloths and towels. 
Twelve salesmen wait on this department, 
and very busy they are kept. 

On the north side is the notion depart- 
ment, where every sort of nick-nack is sup- 
plied by eight saleswoimen. 

Oppsite this is the lace and hosiery de- 
partment, with 50 feet of counter and six 
salesmen. 

Next comes the ladies’ underwear depart- 
ment, where the finest muslin garments 
(unmentionable here)are kept in glass cases 
and dispensed by three saleswomen. There 
are also corsets and the whole round of fem- 
inine nether garments. 

Opposite this is the department of outer 
wraps—jerseys, jackets and shawls—pre- 
sided over by two saleswomen. 

in the ‘front of the store, back of the show- 
windows, are the remnant-counters, where 
reinnants of allclasses of g»was are for 
sale, and great bargains some of them may 
be. Across the aisle, and facing the show- 
windows, on one side are kid gloves from 
Paris, and on the other side perfumery 
renee articles and nursery requisites of ail 

nds. 

From this brangh of the store, particu- 
lariy devoted to th® ladies, an arched open- 
ing leads into the other division, which 
occupies the ground floor of the Buwmiller 
block. This floor is 50 feet front by 100 
feet deep, and contains 5000 feet of floor 
space. Under this is alsoa furnished base- 
ment of the same dimensions, used for 
st.-rage of the vast stock of men’s gouds, to 
be sold on the floor above. 

The front center is filled with men’s 
ready-made clothing in the latest style of 
goods andcut. The south aisle is devoted 
to neckwear and hosiery, men’s shirts and 
men’s underwear. The north aisle is the 
shoe department, 100 feet deep, wher: 200 
feet of shelving contain on the one side 
the dainty French boots and slippers of the 
ladies, and on the other Waukenphasts 
and patent-leathers for the sterner sex. A 
gallery overhead holds the surplus. 

Back of the clothing department gentle- 
men can choose their straw, silk, or felt hats 
in the department for that purpose, which 
covers a space of 30x40 feet, 

Nothing pertaining to the apparel of the 
person, or the decoration of the toilet, is 
forgotten or left out in this magnificent 
emporium, and our original parents might 
have wandered in from Eden, and left at- 
tired th the height of the mode. 

Having bought an article, it must be 
wrapped up and paid for, and so there run 
to and fro upon aerial wires 60 or more of 
Lamson’s store service baskets, of which 
this store has the largest system west of 
the Rocky Mountains. These baskets go 
by their devious routes to the wrapping and 
cash gallery, which is suspended over the 
archway between the two grand divisions 
of the store. it extends back 28 feet on 
either side, and in it constantly Icbor eight 
wrappers and three cashiers. 

The appointments of this palace of retail 
commerce are in keeping with the class of 
goods sold and the amount of business done, 
All about the place are mirrors flashing 
back the effects of filmy laces or shining sat- 
ins, as the customer hesitates what to 
choose. The cases and fixtures are low, 
permitting nice displays on ton. and en- 
abling the sales people te easily reach for 
goods. The counters have walnut tops, and 
over $700 worth of walnut was used for that 
purpose alone. In the south division the 


-ceilings are 20 feet and 6 Imches high, and 


in the northern 18 feet 6 inches. Four sky- 
lights and the magnificent windows, front 
and rear, fleod the place with light. 

During the busy season this store employs 
125 people in various ways. One man paints 
signs and price-tickets all day long; another 
trims windows; another washes glass. 
Three people in the clothing department do 
“busheling” (altering, pressing, etc.).- Four 
porters handle the bales in the cellars, and 
the “People’s” delivery wagon darts through 
the street ali day long. 2 

The jobbing department down stairs is 
run on the same ideas that have built up 
the immense retail trade—to sell for cash 
only, but to give the best goods at the low- 
est possible prices. 

D. A. Hamburger, one of the firm, resides 
permanently in New York city, and devotes 
his whole time to buying goods for the store 
in the markets of New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia. By this means the latest 
fashions are secured and the prices kept at 
an eastern standard. 

A. Hamburger lives in San Francisco. 
The store in Angeles is under, the ai- 
rect supervision of S. A. and M. A. Ham- 
burger, sons of the San Francisco member 
of the firm. Of their enterprise, energy 
and courtesy the public need no reminder. 
Their store has been literally the *“Peo- 
ple’s,” where all the needs and luxuries of 
penning have been brought together and 

laced at prices which the ple can afford 
pay. Hence their magnificent success.

AMERICAN AND ERUROPEAN CIV- 
ILIZATIONS CONTRASTSAD. 


Things at Home and Abroad—Amer- 
ican Tourists on Foreign So1l— 
Annoyances of Travel — Life 
Among the Lowly Beyond the 
Seas. 


I have always been a lover of my 
country, proud of its grandeur, proud 
of its history. What it has accom- 
plished since the achievement of its 
national independence constitutes one 
of the noblest pages of human history. 


All the centuries of Rome’s 
power did not give liberty and 
equality to her citizens. The 
wheels of © ess were not as swift 
as those of the chariot of the Roman 
autocrat. There was the splendor of 


palace, of temple and of amphitheater; 
there was the perfection of sculpture 
and of painting; there were vessels 
of gold an of silver; there 
was priceless jewelry — pearls, 
and rubies, and diamonds hanging 
from the necks of Roman maid and 
matron, everything to satisfy the most 
luxurious tastes and the most retined 
art, but luxury, and pride and sen- 
suality were the prevailing character- 
istics of the Roman Nation. There 
was Oo intelligent recognition of uni- 
versal manbcod and of individual sov- 
ereignty. The real life of the people 
was dead; it has existed nuwhere in 
completeness but in this young, new 
world of the West. “A government 
of the peuple, and for the people and 
by the people’’ constitutes the great- 
ness of our heritage. I was talking with 
some friends one day last week who 
have just returned from abroad to their 
home in Santa Barbara after an ab- 
sence of two years and a half in 
Europe. I did not care to learn 
through them so much of old world 
architecture, or the magnificence of 
cathedrals and palaces, as I did of the 
real every day life of the people, there- 
fore in a conversational way [ arrived 
with them at Liverpool, was trans- 
ferred toa ‘“‘tender’’ when we left the 
ship, and in the quiet starlight sailed 
slowly past miles of docks, the lights 
upon which sent out their yelldw 
gleams upon the water. On we went 
until the “Princesse Landing’ was 
reached, from whence we tovk a con- 
veyance to a hotel. There were no 
noisy cabmen waiting, confusing the 
traveler with their noisy shouts, but 
every driver sat iike a statue upon his 
coach waiting to be sought for service. 
oe at the hotel—the porters 
were missing. They had gone to bed, 
and must not be disturbed. So the 
night-clerk sends his American guests 
—. carrying their own luggage. 
The number of their rooms is given, 
and he says, “‘You’ll find a cham- 
bermaid in the hall upon your floor, 
and she will show you to your rooms.” 
Up the long, dark stairway we grope, 
reaching at last the great hall wrapped 
in deeper darkness. But no chamber- 
maid is there,so we go on from door 
to door lighting matches, which, fortu- 
nately one of our number chances to 
have in his pocket, till .t length the 
right number is reached, and we open 
the door, enter the room, light a candle 
and sit down, to make our acquaint- 
ance with our surroundings in this 
big, silent hotel, with the strange at- 
mosphere of the Old World about 
us. But it is not in fhis 
English city that we will linger. We 
will pass over to the continent and get 
a glimpse of what the civilization of 
tue nineteenth century is doing tor the 
toilers of morarchjal Europe. We will 
enter Munich, that city which 
has reared her splendid gal- 
leries for art, and which is rich 
in her stores of wonderful 
a What do we see along the 
fines of her railroads? Who are the 
toilers in the hot sun, leveling the 
track with iron bars in their hands, 
and shoveling the gravel to fill in the 


spaces which have been hollowed 
out along the line? Look closely, 
and you will se3 that it is 


woman faces and woman shoulders 
that are bending to the task. Men— 
why do they not blush for their man- 
hood?—men wearing uniforms oversee 
the work, see that itis well done and 
that these women do not sbirk their 
duty. Women also do most of. the 
street, cleaning. Wander along the 
t great buildings we may see 
old and gray-haired woman 
sawing a pile of wood. She has found 
aman to help her. The logs which 
she saws he is ~ papers with an axe, 
and a young girl is carrying the wocs, 
when split, upon her back into the’ 
house. et these people of Munich, 
so lacking in real chivalry, are wonder- 
fully polite in little things. They will 
not even enter the postoflice without 
taking their hats off, and they do not 
ao them on again until they go out. 
ut they do not hesitate, all the same, 
to smoke at a public table, never so 
much as saying by oS leave. 

Go with us to Venice, the beauti- 
ful city of the sea, with its many 
pillared palaces rising from thé blue 
waters, and its thousands of windows 
shining like rainbows in the sunrise 
light. It is a city of beauty and 
of grandeur—a city of marble 
splendor, where want should not be 
nor hunger abide. But go with our 
friends to the lace manufactory, that 
gigantic structure where Labor is 
king and unceasing ‘Toil holds the lash 
above his victims. Here, in this walled 
space, more than 3000 girls toil with 
busy and skilled fingers from early 
dawn to quiet eve. Says Mr. A.: 
“After they have learned the art of 
lace-making they are paid siz cents 
a day, while some. of _ those 
who give instruction receive 
the “Sipe meg sum of sixteen cents per 
diem. I saw lace made by prisoners 
who were gem four and one-half cents 
per day. lalso saw a piece of lace on 
which five years of 
pended.”’ 

Would we like our wives and our 
daughtersa—those in our midst, who 
are dependent upon their own labor 
for their dailybread—to compete with 
these wretched toilers of the Old 
World? If we would, vote for free 
trade, and thus put about their necks 
the galling yokes of poverty and unre- 
quited toil. 

These women toilers are everywhere 
upon the continent. Said my friends: 
“We saw women harnessed beside 
dogs drawing heavy loads through the 
streets. We saw also a woman with a 
hay rack upon her shoulders into 
which a man was ge the hay 
and when it was filled s walked 
away with her load. ong the 
Swiss-[talians it is customary to see 
the peasant women with lirge baskets 
bound upon their backs contuainin 
loads of various kinds, Among whic 
is manure, Which they carried to the 
cultivated fields.”’ 

Hotel life has its queer phases to the 
traveler. Our friends, like all other 
wise tourists, wrote in advance to the 
different hotels of the various places 
which they visited to obtain terms, etc.

That hotel man is probably still 
waiting their arrival, while he still 
writes to other guests that he will 
make these exceptional terms in their 
favor, while he “begs not to say 
that to anybody else.’’ 

Among the American luxuries which 
we should miss abroad would be the 
rocking-chair, which is purely an 
American invention. The dyspepsia- 
inducing pie is also conspicuous by its 
absence. The Oid World ignores it, 80 
there consequently is nothing there to 
iuvite one to dream of departed ances- 
tors, or to lead one to imagine, In his 
visions of the night, that he is mourt- 
ing for his mother-in-law. 

n Geneva the children go to school 
at 7 Ti the morning, and go home for 
the day at1l. They have the curious 
custom of doing the family washing 
but twice a year.

This 
establishment employes from 3000 to 
4000 men and women, and boards 
them within its limits. In_ the 
upper story of .the magnificent build- 
ing is the kitchen, with its range 
40 feet long and eight feet wide, on 
which may be seen pots and kettles 
larger than barrels, filled with all 
kinds of vegetables, meats, etc. A 
machine turned by a crank (not alive 
one) cuts evenly and thinly the slices 
of bread for the tables. Teachers of 
English and German, of vocal and 
instrumental music, are prov.ded to 
instruct their employés evenings. 
There is a _ fine general parlor, 
in which is placed a grand piano. The 
firm have also a lafge picture gallery, 
library and reading room, open not 
only to their employés, but to their 
patr ns, if desiring a little rest from 
their ae during the day. Itis 
an honorable house, always ready to 
correct any mistake, and honest and 
fair in its dealings. it is an honor to 
the Republic and worthy of the intelli- 
gence of theage.
